These various efforts, however, are but a drop in the bucket of 
need and the government of China, remembering the aid given by 
American Christians to the Chinese 
people in other times 
of 
trouble through the medium of the Christian Herald, has urged 
it to collect what will be its fourth China Famine Fund. 
After consultation with the State Department, the National 
Headquarters of the American Red Cross and the Chinese Lega­ 
tion in Washington, the Christian Herald hag undertaken to pro­ 
vide the channel through which the money of the American people 
interested, in the saving of hundreds of thousands of lives can be 
sent to the famine region. 
Ail funds, by arrangement with Mr. Bainbridge Colby, Sec­

China to the order of the committee, and the distribution of the 
funds will be made by the committee acting in the fullest co­ 
operation with all other relief agencies in order that there may be J 
no duplication of effort and that the widest possible area may be !
